SEA 
ELEPHANTS. 


Important 
Discovery by 
Museum of 
Natural History Expedition. 


An expedition of the American Mu­ 
seum of Natural History found on one 
Of the islands in the gulf of California 
a large number of strange mammals 
called sea elephants which were sup­ 
posed to be extinct. 
The expedition, 
which was in charge of Dr. Charles H. 
Townsend of the American Museum of 
Natural History, included Dr. J. M. 
-Rose of W ashington, an authority on 
botany; Dr. Paul Barb h, studying the 
invertebrates, and L. N. Tongue, the 
fishery expert of the U. S. S. Albatross. 
By far the most Important find was 
made in a large bidden cove on Guada­ 
lupe island, where the scientists came 
upon three heids of sea elephants. 
The first sea elephant seen was a gi 
gantic bull lying on the sand under a 
cliff. 
As soon as be sighted the ex­ 
plorers the beast made for the water, 
but before he reached the edge lie was 
shot by one of the naturalists from a 
boat, it being Impossible to take him 
alive. 
This animal was the largest 
seen, measuring about twenty-one feet 
in length. 
His weight was enormous. 
While he was being killed Dr. Town­ 
send managed to round up five live 
young sea elephants, and these were 
taken aboard. 
The largest herd of these water ele­ 
phants comprised about fifty of all 
ages and sizes. 
They were so sluggish 
and inactive that the naturalists walk­ 
ed among them and made many photo­ 
graphs and sketches. 
The fighting 
bulls opened their mouths, threw their 
long snouts up in the air and rolled 
their heads until they touched their 
backs, all the time letting out hollow 
roars much like those of caged lions. 
At times 
they 
emitted 
from 
their 
mouths small clouds of white vapor 
and rolled their large black eyes. The 
eyes of the bulls were more than three 
inches in diameter.

On that day she was in Jackson, and 
seeing four barren graves after the 
ceremonies she asked whose they were. 
On being told they were the graves of 
Federal soldiers she immediately dec­ 
orated them with a beautiful bouquet 
of roses which she held. 
Nation wide interest was excited in 
the movement, and three years later 
congress set aside May 30 as a nation­ 
al Memorial day, when the graves of 
all the soldier dead might be strewn 
with flowers.

Progress In Eighty Years Shown— The 
Powerful Pfccific Type. 
Comparison between.the largest pas 
senger locomotives built for the Penn­ 
sylvania railroad and the oldest loco­ 
motive in America shows the progress 
made since the first railroad train was 
put Into service at Bord<*ntown, N. J., 
on the Camden and Amboy railroad in 
1S31, eighty years ago. 
The <4dest 
locomotive, John Bull, is still intact at 
the National museum in Washington. 
The locomotive which the Pennsyl-; 
vania railroad has adopted for heavy 
passenger service is of the Pacific 
type. 
The 
locomotive 
and tender 
when loaded with coal and water 
weigh about 430,000 pounds. 
The 
John 
Bull, 
loaded 
for 
operation, 
weighs 24,625 pounds, about one-sev­ 
enteenth as much as the new engine, 
which has six driving wheels eighty 
inches in diameter. The driving wheels 
of the old engine are only fifty-four 
inches in diameter. 
The boiler of the now type locomo­ 
tive contains 359 tubes, each 20.9 feet 
long, making a total of nearly a mile 
and a half of two and a quarter Inch 
tubes through which the flames and 
heat from the firebox pass on their 
way to the stack. 
The heating sur­ 
face of the tubes is 4420.6 square feet, 
and, in addition, the firebox has a heat­ 
ing surface of 199.3 square feet. 
This 
space is heated to a high temperature 
to convert the water in the boiler to 
steam at a pressure of 205 pounds per 
square inch. 
The tubes in tho John 
Bull nre seven and a half feet long, 
and the tube heating surface is only 
213 square feet. 


WORLD'S BIGGEST WARSHIPS. 


T w o N e w O n e s F o r A m e r ic a n N a v y to 
H o ld the Record. 
The two new battleships authorized 
by the last naval act probably will be 
of 28,500 tons displacement, or the 
biggest war vessels in the world. The 
largest ships so far designed for the 
American navy are the New York and 
Texas, with a displacement of 27,000 
tons each, and it became known only 
recently that the navy department con­ 
templated exceeding their size. 
Tile new ships will have heavier ar­ 
mor than ever before put on a battle­ 
ship, which accounts for their increas­ 
ed displacement. 
The armament of 
the new vessels will be the same as 
the New York and Texas, with a main 
battery of ten fourteen-inch guns. 
With this approach to a 30,000 ton 
battleship the naval ordnance experts 
are considering the question of a six­ 
teen inch gun. It will require a 35,000 
ton battleship to withstand the ter­ 
rific recoil from a main battery of 
ten sixteen-inch guns.

The straw pile on the farms of In­ 
diana is worthy of more respectful at­ 
tention than is paid to it In many 
places. 
It contains this year approxi­ 
mately two and a third million to n s.' 
Valuing its fertilizing constituents at 
17% cents per pound for nitrogen, 6 
cents per pound for phosphoric acid 
and for potassium, gives a monetary 
value of eight and one-eighth million 
dollars to the wheat, oats, rye and 
barley straw pile of the state. 
This 
is a value of more than twice the 
amount spent for commercial fertil­ 
izers within the sta te ,last year. 
The illustration show's the charac­ 
teristic way in which the majority of 
the straw piles of the state are left 
by the threshing machines, on a cor­ 
ner of the field, backed up against a 
clump of trees or piled on top of the 
rotting remains of the straw' piles of 
several years previous. 
Very little 
attempt is made at stacking to pre­ 
vent rain from soaking the straw, and 
the pile is oftentimes 
allowed 
to 
stand encumbering a portion of the 
field from year to year. 
In some 
cases the straw is distributed over 
the field and plowed under, adding to 
the organic matter in the soil, im­ 
proving 
the 
physical 
condition 
of 
close soils, and acting as a sponge to 
retain moisture. 
In a very dry sea­ 
son Its presence in «n unrotted form 


may be detrimental, serving to break 
the capilarity whereby moisture Is 
brought from the water-table toward 
the surface. 
In some few cases the 
practice of burning the straw Is In 
vogue. 
A state cannot long afford to 
burn up any considerable part of eighft 
million dollars annually, and the prac* 
tlce Is to be condemned unless in ex­ 
ceptional cases, as where the object 
of burning is to destroy the Joint 
worm. 
Even then a better practice 
would be to run all the straw through 
the feed lot, killing the worm in that 
way. 


W ork Straw Through Feed Lot. 


This is the best manner of getting 
the greatest v lue from the straw. In 
the feed lot, the straw' acts as a bed­ 
ding to keep the cattle clean, dry and 
comfortable, to soak up the liquid 
excrement, and hold and preserve the 
solid. 
Furthermore, it rots and adds 
its fertility value to the manure. 
A 
conservative estimate based upon ob­ 
servation places the fertility value of 
straw' unused annually at one and 
two-thirds million dollars. 
Were this 
properly cared for and given its right­ 
ful place in the farm economy, the 
commercial fertilizer bill of the state 
could be cut In half, and the value ot 
the amount of fertility applied to the 
land of the state remain unchanged.
